Tho next place visited will bo the Chey- 
enne River agency.

mously pledged themselves not to sign the 
treaty and to uso their Influence in pre- 
vailing upon the members of other bands 
not to do no. Out of 1,200 inquiries not 
ono Indian has been found in favor oi 
1 it.

in soiling it fora brick house, lie there- 
fore compromised with Lawyer A by re- 
turning tho 5300. Tho auctioneer was Ba- 
uble to collect his commission from tho 
seller tho latter claiming that ho bad in- 
structed tho auctioneer to sell tbo house 
for what it was, and had not authorized him 
lo sell it as a brick bouse. The auctioneer 
then consulted Lawyer A to sco if l:o could 
aid him. "But you advertised and sole tho 
bouse as a brick house?" "Yes." ' ihcn, 
If wo can prove it was a brick house 1 
think we can recover." replied Lawyer A. 
Ho looked around and found two or three 
builders who woro willing to testify that u 
was a briclr. house. Tho foundation and 
basement wero brick. Ho then brought 
suit to recover tho 575 commission, Lawyer 
B again representing tho seller

trial Lawyer A was on band w.th sevci.il 
witnesses to prove that tho bouse was a 
brick one.
